Dear Paul: 

Joseph Thiel, who served as Assistant Scoutmaster for Troop 223, was 
arrested by the N. J. State Police in Sussex County and is being accused 
of sexually molesting Scout ^ 9 rmmr^mm, ! !m ot Troop 7 while 
Che boy was camping as a provisional camper with Troop 222 during summer 
camp . 

The N. J. State Police Detective handling the case (Detective Pat 
Kane) - Telephone //201-347-1000 - has not given us any details about the 
arrest because of rules of confidentiality. However, his arrest and the 
incident are confirmed. Troop 223 independently dismissed Mr. Thiel from 
any Scouting role in their unit. 

Our Council President and myself visited the parents of HH^IHH & 
and followed the procedures for visitation under the circumstances. The 
family and son appeared to be in good spirits, 

We have not been informed of court dates, news articles or any other 
communications with more details. We have not been cited to appear at any 
legal hearings or to give depositions. Our staff was not even questioned 
on the matter. 

Mr. Thiel was arrested after the troop left the camp, since the accusation 
was made after the troop 1 s return home and he apparently confessed. 

We recommend immediate suspension of membership at all levels for Mr.
